
Two Arrested at Booneville Shopwise 

Serving a Warrant Leads to Other Charges 


Four of Seven County Organizations 
Request Tax Increase 

at Owsley County Fiscal Court Meeting

Kathy Collins, 41 and Charles Creech, 45 both of Beattyville, KY were arrested at 
Booneville Shopwise on Thursday September 4, 2014 by Sheriff Kelly Shouse and Chief 
Deputy Ivan Fletcher. A call came into the sheriffs office that the two suspects were in 
the county. The Owsley County Sheriffs Office had knowledge of two active warrants on 
Creech and one active warrant on Collins. They apprehended the suspects in Booneville 
Shopwise and arrested them on the active warrants. Collins was arrested for Theft by Un¬ 
lawful Taking or Disp all Others $500 or more; Criminal Mischief - 3rd Degree; Criminal 
Trespassing - 2nd Degree (Warrant from Lee County); Flagrant Non-support (Warrant 
from Jackson). Creech was arrested for Possession of a Controlled Substance - 2nd De¬ 
gree, Drug Unspecified; Drug Paraphernalia, Buy/Possess. 

After obtaining consent to search their truck and belongings, Deputy Fletcher 
found needles and a white powder substance in Collin’s purse, a backpack in the vehicle 
and in the truck. Both Collins and Creech were charged with Drug Paraphernalia - Buy/ 
Possess; Possession of a Controlled Substance - 2nd Degree - Drug Unspecified. 


Tax rates were dis¬ 
cussed at the Owsley County 
Fiscal Court meeting on 
Tuesday, September 9, 2014. 
The Owsley County Conser¬ 
vation District requested a 4% 
increase on their tax rate after 
advertising this increase in 
the local newspaper for two 
weeks and holding a public 
hearing on September 2, 2014 
where there were no concerns 
or comments raised regard¬ 
ing the increase. The rate 
increase will go from 0.061 to 
0.063. 

The Owsley County 
Health Department requested 
no change in their tax rates for 
the upcoming year. 

The Owsley County 
Public Library requested an 
increase on Real Property and 
a decrease on Personal Prop¬ 
erty: an increase from 16.3 to 
16.5 on Real Property and a 
decrease from 18.24 to 17.64 
on Personal Property. 


The Cooperative 
Extension Office requested 
an increase on Real Property 
from 16.3 to 17.7; an increase 
from 23.66 to 24.55 Personal 
Property. 

The City of Boon¬ 
eville requested no change on 
their tax rates for the upcom¬ 
ing year. 

The Owsley County 
School Board requested the 
compensating tax rate from 
45.3 to 45.7 on Real Estate 
and from 45.3 to 45.7 on 
Personal properties. 

The fiscal court 
acknowledged the individual 
boards passing of their tax 
bills after a lengthy discussion 
and passed the tax increases. 
The county voted to leave 
their tax the same as last 
years.

A LIVING SACRIFICE 


As promised last 
week, this week’s column 
is about being a living sac¬ 
rifice. Being a living sacri¬ 
fice is the key to knowing 
the will of God for your 
life, “I beseech you there¬ 
fore, brethren, by the mer¬ 
cies of God, that ye present 
your bodies a living sacri¬ 
fice, holy, acceptable unto 
God, which is your reason¬ 
able service. And be not 
conformed to this world: 
buy be ye transformed by 
the renewing of your mind, 
that ye may prove what is 
that good, and acceptable, 
and perfect, will of God” 
(Romans 12:1-2). 

The first things people usu¬ 
ally think of when hearing 
the words, “a living sac¬ 
rifice” are the things they 
must do to be a living sacri¬ 
fice. Those things run along 
a spectrum from being a 
better person on one end to 
running off to a monastery 
and becoming a monk on 
the other end. 

Everyone, including 
myself, everyone, should 
do more for God, but just 
accomplishing a “to do list 
to make myself a better 
person” is not what God 
is talking about here. God 
explains the sacrifice He 
wants in Psalm 51:16-17, 
“For thou desirest not sacri¬ 
fice; else would I give it: 
thou delightest not in burnt 
offering. The sacrifices of 
God are a broken spirit: 
a broken and a contrite 
heart, O God, thou wilt not 
despise. 

When we combine the two 
passages we can see what 
God considers a living 
sacrifice. A living sacrifice 
is not just someone fixing 


the wrongs and changing 
some behaviors in their 
lives; it is a heart condition 
that leads to godly living. 

Comparing the two 
passages above; in Psalms 
the sacrifices of God are a 
broken spirit and a broken 
and contrite heart. There 
is remorse over sin; this 
is commonly known as 
feeling guilty. In Romans, 
we are told that a living 
sacrifice is holy, acceptable 
unto God. The word holy 
here is a Greek word that is 
pronounced “hag’-ee-os,” it 
means to be pure; morally 
blameless. So, a living sac¬ 
rifice begins with a sense of 
guilt, then leads to a mor¬ 
ally blameless lifestyle. 

Before, 

we go on, let me explain 
that this is not salvation, we 
are talking about here; we 
are talking about Christians 
knowing what the will 
of God is for their lives. 
Notice in the Romans 12 
passages that Paul address¬ 
es who he is talking to as 
“brethren.” He is talking to 
Christians. Becoming a liv¬ 
ing sacrifice is not a means 
of salvation, it is how those 
that are saved can “prove 
what is that good, and ac¬ 
ceptable, and perfect, will 
of God” for their lives. 

It is people that 
have a broken spirit and 
contrition toward God that 
God looks to use, “For 
all those things hath mine 
hand made, and all those 
things have been, saith the 
LORD: but to this man will 
I look, even to him that is 
poor and of a contrite spirit, 
and trembleth at my word” 
(Isaiah 66:2). 

How does this 


contrite spirit lead to a holy 
lifestyle? Our Romans pas¬ 
sage gives us the answer, 
“be not conformed to this 
world: but be ye trans¬ 
formed by the renewing of 
your mind”. 

The condition of 
a person’s heart (broken, 
contrite), leads to a renew¬ 
ing of the mind, which, in 
turn, leads to decisions in 
our lives to change our ac¬ 
tions (not being conformed 
to this world). 

The renewing of the mind 
is the key to a true contrite 
heart. It is one thing to feel 
sorry about what you have 
done, but it is something 
else entirely to have a guilt 
that leads to a different way 
of thinking of things that 
continues on into changed 
actions. 

Bringing this to a 
more applicable explana¬ 
tion; what is happening 
here is this: As a Christian, 
through listening to ser¬ 
mons, reading and studying 
the Word of God and learn¬ 
ing from circumstances in 
our lives, God will reveal 
to us sin and areas that need 
improvement in our lives. 
This should bring remorse, 
a feeling of guilt or contri¬ 
tion. Our heart begins to tell 
our mind, “I need to stop, 

I need to change.” Then as 
we live life, temptations 
will come, but our mind 
begins to think of what God 
wants, not what we want, 
and we tell ourselves, “I 
can’t do this; God won’t 
like it.” Now, because our 
hearts want to please God 
our actions change from 
what they would have been 
before. Our lifestyle, over 
time, moves from a worldly 
lifestyle to a holy lifestyle. 

Because of the 
contrite heart, resulting 
in a renewed mind and a 
changed life, God is then 
able to use us and therefore 
will reveal His “good, and 
acceptable, and perfect, will 
of God” to us.

Please Take Notice that on September 18,2014 Kentucky Power Company (“Kentucky Power”) expects to file with the Kentucky Public Service Commission (Commission) an application for approval of a new Economic Development Rider (“Tariff 
E.D.R.”). The proposed effective date for Tariff E.D.R. is October 19, 2014. 

Tariff E.D.R. is intended to encourage economic development in Kentucky Power’s service territory through limited-term reductions in billing demand charges to qualifying new and existing retail customers taking service under Tariff L.G.S., Tariff Q.P., 
or Tariff C.I.P.-T.O.D. that make application for service under the Rider. 

Service under Tariff E.D.R. is limited to qualifying customers on a first-come, first-served basis until such time as a total of 250 MW of new load has been added to Kentucky Power’s system under the tariff. The discount may be further limited during 
such periods Kentucky Power lacks sufficient capacity. 

A special contract, which must be filed with the Commission, is required for service under Tariff E.D.R., and service under the tariff is conditioned upon approval of the special contract by the Commission. The special contract will be for a term equal 
to two times the period of discounted service. 

Two limited reductions in billing demand charges are available under the tariff. The Incremental Billing Demand Discount (“IBDD”) is an annually declining discount available to qualifying customers for a period equal to one-half the special contract 
term. The Supplemental Billing Demand Discount (“SBDD”) is discretionary with Kentucky Power and is in addition to the IBDD. The SBDD is available to qualifying customers that also create at least 25 new permanent job opportunities in the facility 
and that maintain those job opportunities in each discount year. The amount of SBDD is determined by the actual number of jobs maintained in each discount year.
